Easing his opinion on many ex- 


periments, Prof. E. B. Gordon of 
the music department of the uni- 
versity, declared that music -can be 
used to great advantage in fac- 
tories in speeding up production. 


The lates£ example of this was 


shown in the Minneapolis post of- 
fice recently, -where the clerks who 
sorted mail to music made 25'per 
cent less mistakes than those who 
sorted without music. This shows 
an increase of efficiency of 25 per 
cent. The clerks declared that the 
hours of night work are shortened 
by music and that they are not so 
weary when they return to thr-ir 
homes. 


"We are creatures 
of mood," 


says Prof. Gordon, "and our moods 
can be changed 'by 
an 
outside 


agent—music is that agent. Music 
is the expression of the mood. Why 
do we have a band at the football 
games. Because 
everyone 
in 
in 


a high and excitable state of mind, 
and the band keeps up this excita- 
ble mood, 
which is dominant at 


football games. 


"Why 
shouldn't this same prin- 


ciple apply in the factory system 
of today? Just as the band spurs 
the football players 
on 
in 
their 


game, just so would music incite 
the laborer in his work. 


"Under the present modernized 


industrialism, in this age of divir, 
ion of labor, a workman becomes 
a mere cog in the machine, his 
one job may be to make a single 
movement of a lever several thou- 
sand times a day. This is monoto- 
nous. 
The process soon becomes 


mechanical; and the workman is 
given a great deal of time to think 
and worry. If he is a poorly paid i 
laborer, he will worry aibout 
the 


cost of living, and all of his do- 
mestic troubles. 
But if this out- 


side force—music—can be estab- 
lished, he will not have a chance 
to worry. 


"Modern industrialism has re- 


placed the workman who took so 
much pride in making a commod- 
ity; 
he didn'i need something 
to 


relieve 'him of his cares, 
for 
he 


was interested thoroughly in his 
product." 
• In the southern states, Mr. Gor- 
don declared, all of the railways 
have been built under the inspira- 
tion and rhythmic swing of negro 
melodies. It bas been said that 
negroes failed as operators in a 
certain cotton mill in North Car- 
olina several years 
ago 
because 


they could not hear their voices 
above the roar of the machinery. 


A statement was issued from the

The number of saloons in Wiscon- 


sin is fast decreasing, according to 
"W. Stanley Smith, prohibition com- 
missioner, who says that the nu- 
merous convictions for violation of 
the liquor laws have resulted in the 
closing of several hundred . soft- 
'drink emporiums. 


Under the Seyeifson enforcement 


act any proprietor 
of a saloon, 


which now goes under the name of 
a "licensed place" who is convicted 
'of violating the liquor law, has his 
license revoked, and he is prohibit- 
ed from handling non-intoxicating 
liquors for the remainder'" of the 
year. With hundreds of convictions 
since July 1, 1921, the number of sa- 
loons has decreased appreciably, Mr. 
Smith says. 
Mr. Smith repeats ^hat his depu- 


ties in the field find that the licens- 
ed places are the general violators 
of the Severson law, dispensing 
moonshine and home brew.

State Warns 
Of Danger In 
Forest Fires 


Destruction 
Caused By 


Careless, Says Con- 


servation Body 


Warning of the approach of the 


forest fire season is given Tn Tetters 
sent out today by the conservation 
commission to all town chairmen 
who under the law are town fire 
wardens. Special precautions are 
urged to make 1922 a year with no 
fires in the woods. 


The season will commence about 


April 20, C. L. Harrington, aono- 
missioner in charge of the forestry 
division said, adding that his de- 
partment is trying to see that all' 
uncontrolled and desetructive fires 
are reduced ' > a minimum. 


The burning of brush by settlers 


is reported as the most frequent 
cause of spring blazes, which are 
especially 
destructive 
of 
animal 


life. Partridge and prairie chicken 
as well as song birds are often 
driven from their nests during the 
hatching season with the result that 
hundreds of young birds .are killed. 


Food'.for all kinds of wild ani- 


mals and birds is destroyed when 
the fires sweep over tracts* which 
m*y seem of little importance to 
settlers commencing brush fires to 
clear their land. 


"The commission seeks to rup- 


port of all citizens to be careful 
with fire in the woods and partic- 
ularly settlers in land clearing to 
be careful with their .-fires," 
Mr. 


Harrington 
said. "Many people 


will recall the destructive Peshfigo 
and Hinkley fires of 1S71 which de- 
stroyed over 1,000 lives and mil- 
lions of dollars of property in Wis- 
consin. 


"The Cloquet fires in Minnesota 


Ifess than four years ago burned 
over 400 to death and destroyed 
over 30,000,000 of property. Wis- 
consin is not immune from a repi- 
tition of these tragedies unless ev- 
ery one uses care."

and their average annual earnings were 
?762. In Ohio the men worked 119 days 
on an average, and their average earn- 
ings averaged ?550 a year. In West Vir:, 
crinia, they averarod only 80 days during 
the year, and their average earnings 
were $500. In Tennessee one-third of 
the miners worked one-third time and 
averaged $105 per month per man for the 
'lime worked. 


A few days before Congressman New- 


ton of Minnesota, another extremely con- 
servative member of the house, presented 
figures showing the profits of the leading 
cos! companies. Among the examples 
cited 'by him were the following: 


The Lehigh&Wiikes-Barre Coal Co. re- 


duced production from 1912 to 1920 
about 30 per cent, but despite this de- 
crease in production the company in- 
creased its surplus from 3V-> millions to 
27 millions, or nearly 900 per cent. In 
addition it paid dividends totaling 305 
per cent. 


The Lehigh Valley Coal Co. also cu 


down its production between 1912 an 
1920. Nevertheless it paid dividends o 
190 per cent, reduced its bonded deb 
from 20 millions to 11 Vs millions, an 
increased the value of its property from 
5Vo millions to 12 millions. 


The Philadelphia & Reading Coal Co 


increased production from 1912 to 1920 
6 per cent. But it increased its surplu 
from IVi millions in 1912 to 251/2 mil 
lions in 1920, an increase of 1,700 per 
cent. The company also increased the 
value of its property from 9]/a millions 
to 33% millions, or 360 per cent. 


The Temple Coal Co. decreased produc 


tion 33% per cent between 1912 anc 
1920, but • increased the net income on 
capital stock from 29.3 per eent in .1912

Timely Views Not In The News 


"RADICAL CHANGES NEEDED IN EDUCATION METHODS," SAYS 


PRESIDENT JUDSON OF CHICAGO UNIVERSITY 


"A very whimsical situation is that in educational organizations," says 


President Harry Pratt Judson of the University of Chicago in a recent 
article. He continues: "Few things, if any, are more complicated, more 
entangled one with another, more difficult to reconstruct 
in any new and simple way. A curious body is a group 
of educators seeking a solution of one of the many 
Chinese puzzles in their calling. There will be reams 
of paper, showing how things are, how they came to be 
as they are, what are their.many and obvious infelici-. 
ties; then what a multitude of difficulties bristlo in the 
way- of every approach toward any new and desirable 
adjustment 
Yes, there certainly 
should be radical 


changes, but any attempt to bring about such, change! 
will at once cause more trouble than it can possibly 
render. 
• 
• 
. 


"The whole educational process has become too 


long, too involved, too repetitious. There is lack of co- 
hesion, a very .definiie lack of sequence; 


"It is too long. Beginning theoretically with the 


age of six, there are eight years in the elementary 
school, four years in a secondary school and four years ' 
in a college: That brings the average student, should he go through all, 
to the age of twenty-two. Then if he goes on in a normal .medical school 
of high grade he takes fi^o years more, bringing him to the age of twenty- 
six. Then a year at least as interne in a hospital-enables him at the age 
of twenty-seven to begin the practice of his profession. It1 will be then 
several years later before he can find himself fairly established in prac- 
tice, and, really, to many'the age will be thirty or more. 


"In'fact the records show that in our best medical schools the age 


of graduation is about 26%, The hand at least is more facile a few years 
before that—the laboratory training is more effective and perhaps the 
mind.js more flexible. The course as a whole is too-long. In its earlier 
years it is too long in detail. The eight years of the elementary school 
should'be-six. -An actual test of a seven grade elementary school has 
shown conclusively that the eight grades of work'can be done in seven 
with no loss of training whatever. 
With proper adjustment and proper 


attention to sequence the same can bo done in six. . 


"The American college curriculum is the outgrowth of accident 'Its 


origin antedated any American university. It was at the outset supposed 
:o have English, sources—whether public school or Cambridge, or .both. 
'.n fact, it grew as a hybrid—Rugby and'Oxford, perhaps—something of 
>oth and not much to either with gradual accretions-from-what American 
ife seemed to demand.
